TUBERCULOSIS  REGULATIONS  1912,  1921  &  1924. 

Under  these  Regulations  21  notifications  were  received,  12 
pulmonary  and  9  non-pulmonary#  Of  the  12  pulmonary  4  were  on  Form  A, 

3  on  Form.C,  3  on  Form  D  and  2  were  notified  otherwise  than  by 

notification.  The  6  cases  on  Forms  C  and  D  had  been  notified  before. 

Of  the  9  non-pulmonary  cases,  4  were  on  Form  A,  1  on  Form  C, 

1  on  Form  D  and  3  were  notified  otherwise  than  by  notification. 

Three  of  the  pulmonary  cases  and  one  non-pulmonary  case  received 
Sana  tori  urn  w reatment . 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  47  eases  on  the  Register, 
25  pulmonary  (13  males  and  12  females)  and  22  non-pulmonary  (17  males 
and  5  females).  During  the  year  13  oases  were  added,  6  pulmonary 
(3  males  and  $  females)  and  7  non-pulmonary  -A  males  and  3  females)

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WATER  SUPPLY 


One  sample  of  water  from  a  well  at  Wrentham  was  examined 
bacteriologically  and  found  unfit.  The  owners  agreed  to  put  in  a 
chlorinating  plant. 

-^wo  samples  from  wells  at  Covehithe  were  examined  bacteriologically. 
One  was  fit  and  the  other  unfit.  The  latter  was  not  used  for  drinking 
purposes.  & 


Eight  samples  from  the  Kessingland  supply  were  tested  and  found 
satisfactory. 


The  public  water  supply  for  the  district  comes  from  the  Lowestoft 
water  Company's  mains  which  are  laid  through  several  parishes  on  their 
way  to  Lowestoft  and  have  been  untended  to  Corton  and  Carlton  Colville. 
Parts  of  Belter^  TT-p+or'  ^unerleyton  are  also  supplied.
